In view of the rapid appioach of prohibition Ihe program 


of the Federated Men's Clubs of Chicago is of interest. 
The 


members of these clubs—or rather those who are to be mem- 
bers of them—arc lo have the advantages of places of assem- 
blage, where they can enjoy good''fellowship without the ac- 
companiment of strong drink. 
In shorl, the clubs proposed 


are designed lo serve as a substitute for the saloons. Mow 
well they will do this the future will disclose. 


The movement is based on Hie contention that men must 


and', will have places where they can meet other men and 
smoke, talk aud-.e'xchange views-and gossip; that the saloons 
have.filled.this demand, and that with their passing substi- 
tutes must be provided. 


And, as given out, the Chicago program appears to have 


been formulated by men who know the ways of men and are 
prepared fo proceed on a common-sense basis. 
Of the pro- 


posed clubs they say: "They are nol lo be reform organi/a- 
tions, neither will they be supported by charity. They arc lo 
be free from political influence and nol under the control of 
Ihe church or any religious or reform organizations. 
They 


will be just plain, ordinary community clubs where Ihe men 
of the community can .gather after supper and smoke, talk, 
play and sing, or do anything else that decent men do when 
together. 
All club comforts will be provided and the dues 


will be so small that the privileges will be within reach of all 
who desire them. 


II is nol necessary to dwell on the claim put forth by some 


that nol more than 25 per cent pf Ihc patrons visil the saloon j 
for Ihc primary purpose of obtaining drink, for that is a claim '• 
that few wil,l accept. It would be safer lo say thai nol more, 
than 25 per cent go lo the saloon for any other purpose. 
The 


saloon has long been called the "poor men's dub," but it has 
never been attractive to [he man who doesn't drink. There 
are men who do drink wh'o thoroughly deles! the almosphcrc 
•of.lhe saloon and are glad lo gel out of il as soon as Ihey have 
slaked (heir thirst.

Ihese community clubs might in the cities and large towns 
serve to a certaih extent like the village grocery, where men 
gather in the evening far more largely for sociability than for 
business, and in both jocoseness and solemnity inform each 
oilier on the doings of the Neighborhood and Ihc world.

has missed something of life, and it remains to be seen how 
nearly the cities can match il.
